AMERICAN,  F'rench  and  Brit- 
ish diplomats  conferred  in  Wash- 
ington, Bonn,  London  and  Mos- 
cow over  the  latest  incident  re- 
garded as  a 'threat  to  Allied  ac- 
cess to  Berlin  guaranteed  by  four- 
power  agreements  at  the  end  of 
World  War  II. 

The  situation  was  considered 
so  serious  that  the  Western  Allie.s 
canceled  troop  maneuvers  in 
West  Berlin  and  ordered  the  men 
to  remain  near  the  barracks  in 
the  event  of  an  emergency. 

THE  OFFICIAL  Soviet  News 
Agency  Tass  said  the  Americans 
staged  a “deliberate  provocation” 
to  test  Soviet  intentions  and  said 
the  convoy  was  well  supplied 
with  warm  clothes,  sleeping  bags 
and  reserve  stocks  of  food  for  a 
long  stay  at  the  Soviet  check- 
point. 

For  two  consecutive  nights  the 
Americans  sat  in  their  12  fog- 
bound trucks  hemmed  in  by  Sov- 
iet armored  personnel  carriers  at 
the  end  of  the  highway  to  Berlin. 
The  Russians  had  hemmed  it  in 
with  two  armored  cars  behind 
the  convoy  and  three  just  in  front 
of  it  Monday  night  when  the 
Americans  started  to  make 
dash  for  it.

Two  of  his  novels,  “Mi.stress 
Masham’s  Repose”  and  “The 
Sword  in  the  Stone.”  have  been 
Book-of-the-Month  Club  selec- 
tions. Others  of  his  books  in- 
clude, “The  Witch  in  the  Woods, 
“This  Ill-Made  Knight.”  and  “The 
Goshawk.” 

BORN  IN  INDIA  of  British  pa- 
rents, Terence  Hanbury  White 
studied  at  Cheltenham  College  in 
England  and  at  Cambridge  Uni- 
versity. 

He  began  writing  during  vaca- 
tions from  his  post  as  a school- 
master at  Stowe.  He  latei’  resign- 
ed to  devote  full  attention  to  his 
literary  career.

Texas  Holds

Unbeaten,  untied  Texas  held 
firmly  to  its  position  as  the  na- 
tion’s No.  1 college  football  team 
Tuesday,  but  challengers  Illinois, 
Mississippi,  Navy  and  Auburn 
gathered  new  strength. 

ALSO  MICHIGAN  State  mov- 
ed into  the  select  Top  Ten,  tak- 
ing over  the  No.  9 spot  after  a 
30-13  victory  over  Wisconsin.  The 
latter,  rated  eighth,  dropped  from 
the  list  in  the  only  radical 
change  of  the  week. 

Texas,  with  a 7-0  record,  gain- 
ed 45  of  the  53  votes  of  a special 
panel  of  spo^s  writers  and 
broadcasters  to  get  tfie  top  spot 
for  the  fourth  week  in  a row. 

THESE  WERE  four  less  votes 
than  received  in  the  preceding 
balloting  and  the  leaders’  point 
total — based  on  10  for  a first 
place  vote,  9 for  second,  etc. — also 
fell  below  the  previous  mark. 
The  Longhorns  slid  past  Southern 
Methodist  last  week  17-12. 

Second-place  Illinois,  41-21 
conquerer  of  Purdue,  increased 
its  first  place  votes  from  one  to 
four  and  added  67  points  to  its 
total,  now  standing  at  425. 

THE  NEXT  THREE  teams  — 
Mississippi,  Navy  and  Auburn  - 
also  picked  up  a fatter  vote  har- 
vest after  impressive  victories. 
Mississippi  clobbered  Louisiana 
State,  37-3,  Navy  thrashed  Notre 
Dame,  35-14,  and  Auburn,  like 
Texas,  unbeaten  and  untied,  won 
over  Florida,  19-0.

Mrs,  Marie  Pere.  who  along 
with  her  135  fellow  Maoris,  will 
perform  Wednesday  at  8 p.m.  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouso,  is  the 
proud  owner  of  the  tiki. 

This  is  the  first  time  the  tiki 
has  loft  New  Zealand.  ^ 

FKW  ANCIFNT  tikis  remain 
in  the  possession  of  Maori  fami- 
lies. In  older  times  it  was  com- 
monplace for  important  heir- 
looms to  be  buried  with  the  bo- 
flies  of  the  chiefs.  Later,  overseas 
collectors  offered  high  prices  for 
tikis  and  the  most  important  ones 
remaining  in  New  Zealand  are  in 
museums. 

“I  don’t  give  the  tiki  to  any- 
one to  \year,”  smiled  Mrs.  Pere. 
“Besides,  no  Maoi'i  would  wear 
it,  as  a tiki  belongs  to  one  family 
and  cannot  be  given  or  traded  to 
anyone  else.”
